1 604. and alſo theſe 
Articles, and to conſider of euery particular article, and 
of the offences inquired of in the ſame : and alſo of ſuch in 
your pariſh as are or haue bin noted and vehemently ſu- 
ſpected to offend inthe ſame or any of them. And youa 
to make your bill of preſentment, and anſwering to eue 
y article which concernes your pariſh ſeuerally by it 
2 ſubſcribing your names ſeuerally.

Remembrances; 


AER in diuers great Pariſhes within the Arch-deacoyy 
of Lincolne, mw/ritudes of people uſually come to recei 
the holy Communion ; ſome of whom are perſons excommunicg 
ted: i it thought to be very connenient, that in enery Pariſh th 
names of all ſuch perſons excommunicated , be alwayes hept in 
written booke for that purpoſe ſrom time to time, that ſo the A, 
niſter (when he in to adminiſter that holy Sacrament) may thereb 
beremembred of thoſe perſons excommmunicatedzand ſo anoid them 

And becanſe that often experience hath manifeſted , that th 
due reading, and obſeruing of Articles ginen in charge, haue bee 
much neglected, and ſo conſequently offenders haue not been dete 
fed , but eſcaped vnpaniſped, by reaſon that the ſmworne Churcl 
wardens, and Side-men , haue either not vnderſtood, or elſe no 
remembred what they ought to hane done , whereby diners grea 
inconueniences haue be we} It will be very needſull for th 
Church-wardens and Side-men often to view, and conſider thei 
charge expreſſed in the beginning of theſe Articles, and alſo the 
Articles particularly : and to preſent offenders in them ſo often 4 
occaſion ſhall ſerue, leſt by emitting their duty therein they incurr 
the Cenſure of oath breakers and the puniſhment of periurie in th 
Eccleſiaſticall Court. 

Laſtly , we intimate that we doe not onely defire to reform 
„5 our ſelues alſo : therefore if you know ef any Officer o 
the Iuriſdiction that hath carried himſelſe indireftly in his place 
viz. If a Indge without a Regifer, or a Regiſter without a Inde 
haue ordered, cenſured, or diſmiſſed auy from the Inriſdition : 0 
if any Officer hath ſuppreſſed or concealed any preſentment, « 
neglected to doe due execution vpon the ſume : or if any Apparito 
haue kept bac le from denouncing or certifying any Excommunt 
cation or Suſpenſion, or counterfeited any Eccleſtaſticall Proceſſe 
or misbe haued himſelfe in any thing pertaining to his Office, le 
the particulars be ſignified to me, or my Officiall, and they ſpall be 


both well taken at your hands,and al/o,by Gods aſſiftance ,redreſſes 
to your ſatiaſaction. |
